they will soon be followed, Furthermore, 
Greek troops have been landed at Aivali, 
opposite Mytilene and Mount Olympus, 
‘and, advancing to Edremid (Adramyti), 
have inflicted a heavy defeat on the Turks 
in the shadow of Mount Ida. The mili- 
tary position now is very interesting. The 
Greeks have. driven a wedge into Asia 
Minor, with its base on the line Smyrna- 
‘Philadelphia, and its apex at Panderma. 
To the east of the wedge the Turks seem 
to be flying in disorder towards Brusa 
in the north and Ushak in the south. On 
this line, if at all, they probably will 
+make. their first serious stand. To the 
west of the wedge they are doomed. 

If the only point of view were that of 
the Greek General Staff, the situation in 
Asia Minor would be extremely satis- 
factory. Unfortunately, however, M. 
Venizelos's adventure cannot be regarded 
as a purely military undertaking. In the 
first place, it has caused bad. blood 
between Italy and Greece. Near Aidin 
the’ .Greek and [Italian boundaries 
meet. As a result of the alleged penetra- 
tion of the Italian lines by a band of 
Turkish Nationalists, whose object was to 
destroy some vital railway bridges, the 
Greeks sent detachments to occupy two 
positions a hundred yards inside. the 
Italian zone. The Italians ordered them 
to withdraw, but they refused. Conse. 
quently fire was opened by both parties, 
who sustained several casualties ; and the 
matter is likely to have some very un- 
pleasant consequences. In the next 
place, .the Greek attack has united 
the whole Turkish nation. There is 
now no question of Nationalists or non- 
Nationalists. The war is between Grech 
and Turk. Undoubtedly, the - Turkish 
forces have had the worse of the encounter 
up to the present; but Europe would be 
very unwise to put too mach faith 
in Athenian stories of overwhelming 
victories. The real test will come 
when Mustapha Kemal has had time te 
organise his regular recruits at Brusa 
and Angora. Should he succeed in luring 
the Greeks into the difficult interior of 
Anatolia, the war is likely to last for a 
year, if not longer. The Turks, be it re- 
membered, have nothing to lose. They 
are absolutely desperate, and will seize 
upon this chance of waging a holy war 
against the infidel in order te yain the 
support of Islam’ in their struggle to 
‘escape from the terrible strictures of the 
Peace Treaty. 

The Turkish Treaty is impossible. It 
violates almost every law of economics 
and ethnography, and, by giving Smyrna 
to Greece, condemns Anatolia to a future 
of hopeless stagnation. Whether the 
Greeks succeed in conquering Mustapha 
Kemal or not, the ultimate result will be 
the same. So long as there is a Turk 
left alive in Asia Minor, he will fight 
against the loss of Smyrna, just as an 
Englishman would fight against the loss 
of Liverpool, or a Frenchman against 
the loss of Marseilles. We do not like 
the Turks, but we cannot blame them. 
Now comes the question of Great 
Britain's probable attitude. The Greek 
reports speak of British co-operation at 
Lampsaki and Panderma. Also, in the 
Ismid sector British troops have been in 


‘| action against the Turks. Will the British 


nation involve itself in another war in 
order to save Smyrna for the Greeks? The 
latter will have plenty to do in looking 
after their new possessions in Europe. 
Soon the Bulgars will begin to get busy in 
Thrace and elsewhere, and the probability 
is that the Greek troops in Asia Minor 
will leave hurriedly for home, bequeathing 
Mustapha Kemal and his merry men to a 
handful of British soldiers. Great Britain 
has had more than enough of Quixotic 
adventures. She is entangled in every 
village-green dispute in Christendom and 
out of it, while her own vital interests 
are a prey to every fanatic who may choose 
to attack them. Our business, so far as 
Turkey is concerned, is to look after the 
Dardanelles and the Bosphorus and to 
administer Mesopotamia and Palestine. If 
the Greeks want to satisfy their martial 
lusts, that is their affair. If they are 
strong enough to “put manners on ” the 
Turks, so much the better for everybody. 
They should be given definitely to under- 
stand, however, that the British Govern- 
ment can accept no responsibility for their 
war. If they win, nobody will grudge them 
their victory; if they lose, they must be 
prepared to put up with the penalties of 
failure. 


Irish Railwaymen. 


The annual general meeting of the 
National Union of Railwaymen was opened 
yesterday at Belfast. This is one of the 
great organisations of British Labour 
which Irish Republican Labour wishes to 
expel from our shores. Two months ago a 
general engineering union for Ireland was 
established in opposition to the Amalga- 
mated Society of Engineers and similar 
British bodies. At a meeting in Dublin 
on Sunday, which ‘supported this separatist 
policy, a speaker said that the one link 
that bound Irish trade unionists to Eng- 
land—namely, the link of the amalga-

Already, 
however, the huge wages bills are de- 
stroying the English railways. and’ it is 
quite possible that: this. latest increase 
may give them the coup de grice. The 
public will net, or cannot, pay the mount- 
ing fares and freights, with the result 
that motor traffic is ousting the railways 
everywhere. This summer is a summer 
of half-empty railway carriages and 
crowded char-d-bancs, and the revolution 
has come to stay. What will happen when 
the railwaymen, by their persistent de 
mands, have killed the goose that laid 
the golden eggs? Mr. Abraham takes 
refuge in vague talk about an approach- 
ing time of “freedom from wage-slavery,” 
but cold-blooded book-keeping cannot be 
conjured out of existence in this airy 
fashion. Facts are facts, and, if the 
National Union will face them honestly 
at. Belfast, some forty-five millions of 
British taxpayers will be very much 
interested and obliged. 


The Cost of Ships. 
The existing conditions in the shipping 
trade provide a curious contrast. Freight 
charges are falling, but the cost of new 
vessels is increasing. These contrary 
movements ' have been in progress for 
some time, and, if they continue much 
longer, they will bring the “boom ” in 
shipbuilding to a sudden end, The time 
is in sight when it will not be profitable 
to run cargo boats which cost so much 
.to build. This fact should be considered 
by the prosperous shipyard workers, who 
have renewed their claims for higher 
wages and shorter hours. An instance 
of the way in which the cost of new 
tonnage has increased may be ' cited. 
During the war a well-known company 
placed a contract for a cargo vessel of 
about 11,000 tons dead-weight. It was 
estimated that the total cost of the vessel 
would be about £135,000. The work has 
progressed slowly during the last two 
years, and some time ago it became ap- 
parent that the cost would far exceed this 
figure. The plans have been modified with. 
a view to effecting economies, but to-day 
it is calculated that, when the vessel is 
delivered, the owners will need to sign a 
cheque for at least £500,000. Yesterday 
The Times quoted an equally startling 
case. A Manchester firm, having paid 
£1,000,000 on account of a vessel which 
was to have cost £750,000, have notifiéd 
the builders that they cannot meet further 
demands, as they fail to see how, on a 
higher value, they could make the vessel 
pay. 


Sheep-Breeding. 


English farmers are perturbed about 
the decline in sheep-breeding. It ap- 
pears that during the last few years the 
sheep population of the country has 
shrunk by several millions, and that the 
decline has been most marked among the 
breeds which are maintained chiefly upon 
arable land. That is the more serious 
aspect of the question. The old saying, 
“ No sheep, no corn, has a solid founda- 
tion in fact so far as the Southern and 
Eastern counties of England are con- 
cerned, and there is a danger that next 
year wide areas, now under the plough, 
may lapse into waste, or little better. 
The sheep perform two functions. 
In the first place, they are valuable 
fertilisers, and, in the second place, their 
tread consolidates light and open soils. 
The banishment of sheep from the South 
of England is attributed ta the system of 
control instituted by the Government and 
to the cost of labour. The former difficulty 
has almost disappeared, but there is no 
prospect that the latter will be solved 
easily. Yet it must be solvéd if the 
flocks are to be restored to the pre-war 
standard,  Sheep-rearing on cultivated 
land is one of the most skilled and ad- 
vanced. forms of farming. It is possible 
only by a system of catch-cropping, which 
involves a heavy expenditure of labour at 
all seasons of the year. The country 
cannot afford to let thousands of acres of 
arable land slip. out of cultivation or to 
increase its dependence upon foreign 
countries for essential foodstuffs.

The Food Ministry look with 
comparative calm on the fact that higher 
IA will result from the change, but 
ope that people will go on eating im- 
orted meat, in order that the butcher may 
be checked. ‘This course of action, how- 
ever, is unlikely to affect the butcher 
much, for he is in the hands of whole- 
salers who are already raising the prices 
heavily. They excuse themselves by say- 
ing that there are always people who will 
have the best regardless, of cost. The onty 
way, therefore, for the ordinary person 
to manage is to do without horne-killed 
meat and tat imported. 

This was the first day of the Oxford and 
Cambridge cricket match, but not a ball 
could be bowled owing to the persistent 
rain which begar last night and continued 
without a break till late in the afternoon. 
This was very hard on the country parsons 
and other old University men who look 
forward to this as the most joyous re- 
union of the season. Of course, it may 
turn fine to-morrow, Lut the omens are 
not very favourable, and one cannot help 
recalling the precedent of 1909. In that 
year there was no play on the first day, 
and, although it was agreed to continue 
the match on Thursday, that day also 
turned out a soaker, and the game had to 
be abandoned. 

Heligoland as a naval base has ceased to 
exist, and all the heavy work expended on 
this’ little island by the Germans during 
the past thirty years has been rendered 
fruitless. The work has been performed 
under the direction of the Naval Inter- 
Allied Commission of Control in Germany. 
Few serious obstacles have been placed in 
the way of the Commission, whose repre- 
sentative in the island has been Captain 
L. P. Willan, R.N., with Brigadier- 
General Knox as technical adviser. Not 
only have the guns and the batteries on 
the island been dismantled, but the ver) 
break-waters, built to make the famous 
artificial harbour for naval purposes, have 
been broken down, with the result that 
Heligoland will no longer be able to give 
shelter to, warships. Thus one German 
menace of times past is utterly destroyed. 

The serious state of affairs in Ireland 
commands growing attention among mem- 
bers of Parliament. As ‘a consequence, 
representatives of both Houses have com- 
bined to summon a joint meeting of their 
colleagues for Wednesday evening at the 
House of Commons to discuss thé Irish 
situation, with special reference to the 
international revolutionary movement. The 
Duke of Northumberland will preside, and 
a large attendance is expected.

This threatened to 
produce grave internal complications in the 
itcy, beeause of shortage of sé meny of the 
nedessities of industry.

man trade when more normal conditions in

It is accordingly expected 
that the <Aussenhandelsstellen (expert trade 
control offices) will adapt themselves to the new 
It will be interesting to see whether 
the seif-control entrusted to the manufacturers‘ 
unions will work more efficiently than the 
bureaucratic State organisation. 

“ Particular complaints have been made from 
commercia] houses about delays, due to export 
control, and particularly at a time when tradeé 
is at a stand still owing to the causes men- 
tioned above. The complaints, so far as they 
concern individual export bureaus, are due to 
technical causes, such as difficulty im finding 
office space, etc., and in the near future these 
delays ought to be overcome. 

“ But delays which are due to the process of 
control itself are mainly caused in the organised 
co-operation in export control and price-check- 
ing. The export contro! bureaus are, therefore, 
recommended to direct their attention to reduce 
ing this delay. In the case of export on a 
large scale, the application for export per- 
mission might not be at once subjected to the 
tedious delay of pricechecking. In cases where 
the difference between home and export prices 
is not greaf, the export permission can he 
granted at once, and the price-checking subse- 
quently made. In cases $n which the prices 
prove to have been too low, the firm can sub- 
sequently be warned and threatened with 
suspension of any further export permission. 
The checking of prices has a particular signifi- 
cance at present, for, under the present diffi- 
culties in making sales, there is danger of mak- 
ing sales at any price. 

“ Another saving of time can be effected aa 
regards-the obtaining of factory delivery certifi- 
cates. . The aim of these was to give the manu 
facturer the extra price charged on export 
orders, thus providing him with cash for’ pur- 
chase of raw materials from abroad. It was 
also for the protection of the local consume: 
When very little difference exists now between 
home and export prices, the object of tho 
delivery certificate falls away. <A considerable 
economy of time can, therefore, he effected br 
the export bureau. if the certificate in such 
cases is not insisted on.”

Had they been less badly informed, 
they would, of course, have been careful to 
avoid the appearance of boorish discourtesy or 
of puerile trickery presented by a course that 
has arrested the proceedings of the Conference, 
at which the Germans have exvressed eager 
auxiety to be received. The smooth assurances 
of the Chancellor can hardly remove the ill 
impression this unfortunate beginning is calcu- 
lated to produce. It is very satisfactory to hear 
from Herr Féhrenbach that he and his fellow- 
delegates wish ali discussions to proceed on the 
principle that the Treaty of Versailles is sacred, 
and tnat they do not intend to attempt obstruc- 
tion. We shall .be delighted should they make 
good these protestations. The obstruction of 
vesterday may have been accidenial. We shall 
be able to judge after the discussion of the 
disarmament clauses. That will be the first 
test of the sincerity of the German delegates, 
and of the sincerity of the German people.

A GERMAN MEMORANDUM. 


CONDITIONS OF ECONOMIC 
RECOVERY. 

In a message dated Berlin, Monday, Reuter’s 
Correspondent says :—The memorandum on 
Germany’s capacity for reparation, which the 
German Government has presented to the Peace 
Conference, declares that Germany’s national 
wealth befors the war may be reckoned at 
220 milliard gold marks, whereas to-day, after 
the loss of her Colonies and her entire mer- 
cantile marine, and after the consumption of all 
stocks and means of production, the country’s 
wealth can at most be estimated at 100 milliard 
gold ‘marks, from which figure foreign debts, 
aggr ing between eight and ten miliiards, 
must deducted. The memorandum goes on 
to point out that Germanys trode balance 
shows a deficit, and cah only show a surplus 
when Germany has fully recovered. It further 
states that Germany's economic recovery is im- 
possible without her financial recovery. _ The 
carrying out of the Peace Treety in its present 
form will still furthér endanger the country’s 
financial situation. If the Peace Treaty necee- 
sitated a purely financial burden of only 60 
milliards uf marks, this would mean a liability 
of about 40,000 marks for a household of four 
persons, or 2,400 marks yearly, at the interest 
rate of 6 per cent. As, however, the present 
taxes already are calculated to. provide. 30 
milliards, a househo'’d of four persons would. 
under the abové-mentioned conditions. be 
burdened with an annual taxation of 400 marks. 
In 1918 81 per cent. of the Prussian taxpayers 
had an income of less than 3,000 marks annually. 
It is further stated that the credit situation of 
German finance cannot be saved by the forcible 
means of Stcte bankruptcy. A large amount of 
German War Stock is in the hands of the 
poorer classes, whom State bankruptcy would 
drive into the camp of social anarchy, and, as 
Germany's entire ecgnomic life is based on 
credit, Stete bankruptcy would result in com- 
plete social and political collapse.
